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My hammer attack 
horror - victim, 63

THE owner of Sturmer Hall has spo¬ 
ken out after a “vicious” and unpro¬ 
voked hammer attack in Cambridge 
left him in hospital. 

Daniel Hannan, 63, owner and man¬ 
ager of the venue near Haverhill, was 
attacked as he queued up to buy chick¬ 
en nuggets in a takeaway. 

James Munnelly, 31, of Cherry Hinton 
Road, handed himself into police after 
our sister paper Cambridge News pub¬ 
lished CCTV images of him following a 
police manhunt. 

Munnelly, who had a baby in a buggy 
with him, had taken a bizarre excep¬ 
tion to Mr Hannan parking in a desig¬ 
nated space outside Fish’n’Chick’n 
takeaway in Cherry Hinton Road, 
Cambridge. 

While Mr Hannan went into the take¬ 
away, Munnelly took the child to the 
nearby pub, The Rock, before return¬ 
ing to the takeaway with other men, 
who have not been charged. 

Mr Hannan was attacked from 
behind, then beaten as he lay uncon¬ 
scious. 

“I am completely calm in these situa¬ 
tions where you have someone hurling 
abuse at you because of my job,” the 
victim said. 

“He was shouting and swearing. I 
turned away and just waved my hand. 
He said if my van wasn’t gone by the 
time he got back I was a dead man. 

“I am diabetic and had to have some 
food so went into the takeaway. He 


came in and attacked me from behind 
with what we believe was a hammer. 

“He missed my head but hit my shoul¬ 
der and I fell unconscious. I am told he 
beat and kicked me as I lay on the 
ground. 

“I woke up in an ambulance and was 
taken to hospital. The damage is so 
severe the tendon in my shoulder was 
ripped. The blow must have been hor¬ 
rific. He severely damaged my jaw and 
I lost seven teeth. I love tennis and was 
going to retire and spend my days play¬ 


ing it but my arm is so damaged I can’t 
throw a ball up. 

“I want to thank the News for pub¬ 
lishing this man’s picture because 
without that I think he would not have 
handed himself in. 

“I want to thank the police and the 
witnesses brave enough to give evi¬ 
dence. 

“If he can attack a man in his 60s in 
broad daylight for absolutely no rea¬ 
son, I fear for other people.” 

The assault happened at about 



5.30pm on Monday, September 29. 

Munnelly pleaded guilty to grievous 
bodily harm at Peterborough Crown 
Court last Friday and will be sentenced 
on March 20. 

A spokeswoman for Cambridgeshire 
Police said: “This was an extremely 
nasty attack which left the victim with 
serious injuries and needing extensive 
post medical care and treatment. 

She added: “I hope this result allows 
his victim some closure as he contin¬ 
ues to recover from the ordeal.” 


Were you 
asked about 
centre move? 

CONCERNS have been 
raised over the transfer of 
a community centre’s 
ownership to a church. 

Local man John Burns 
asked questions at 
Haverhill Town Council 
about why residents near 
Chalkstone Community 
Centre hadn’t been more 
thoroughly consulted 
about its transfer to the 
River of Life Community 
Church. 

He said: “I understand 
that it has been effectively 
given to the River of Life. I 
would just like to see more 
consultation. 

“Even the people 
actually in Strasbourg 
Square haven’t been 
consulted.” 

Cllr Roger Andre, mayor, 
said the town council 
“fully concurs” that more 
consultation should have 
been done - and that it 
expects St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council to do so. 

The town council had 
looked at the centre 
previously, he added, but 
was not consulted on this 
transer. 

It is also not the role of 
the council to “compete” 
with other community 
groups, he said. 

A borough council 
spokesman confirmed 
that the church was the 
only group to come 
forward with a “viable 
plan”, and that the council 
made a decision to 
transfer ownership of all 
its community centres in 
Haverhill to community 
groups.

Family vow to raise 
cash for ward that 
helped little Bella

A COUPLE who are “liv¬ 
ing on the edge" with 
their daughter's illness 
are raising money for the 
ward that has helped her. 

Little Bella Nicholls suf¬ 
fers from neutropenia - a 
rare blood condition 
which means she is more 
susceptible to infection. 

The 18-month-old tod¬ 
dler was diagnosed last 
year after breaking out in 
boils, and being put on 
different antibiotics for 
more than a fortnight to 
try and heal them. 

Mum Sara wants to raise 
more awareness of the 
condition - which could 
leave her daughter seri¬ 
ously ill if she goes down 
with an infection. 

“It is hard as a parent 
because you just feel so 
hopeless - but things 
could be a lot worse,” she 
said. 

“It is such a rare disease 
so it would be nice to raise 
awareness and get some 
money for the ward as 
well.” 

Bella was most recently 
released from 

Addenbrooke’s on Friday, 
after being taken in earlier 
last week. 

Sara and husband Dan, 
who live on Haverhill’s 
Hales Barn estate, want to 
thank the staff and fami¬ 
lies at the hospital’s C2 
ward, where their daugh¬ 
ter stayed. 

The ward is specifically 
for children with leukae¬ 
mia and other blood con¬ 
ditions, and some patients 
can stay there for as long 
as six months. 

“It is such a lovely ward,” 
Sara said. “The staff are 
brilliant and there’s a 
playroom and a personal 
chef who will cook what¬ 
ever the children want but 
there are so many poorly 
children. 

“We would love to get 
some sensory toys or just 
something to give back.” 

Dan, who is 35, is about 
to start training for a 
sponsored run which will 
start at the family’s home 
and end at Addenbrooke’s, 


almost 16 miles. 

A date for the run is yet to 
be fixed - but the couple 
are counting on the pub¬ 
lic’s support to try and 
make a difference to those 
on the C2 ward. 

Little Bella, who has a 
5-year-old sister Leah, 
cannot attend nursery or 
mix with children who 
could be carrying an 


infection because of the 
risk to her health. 

“It is the uncertainty and 
the worry that’s the worst,” 
Sara added. 

“We can’t risk anything, 
Bella is in her own bub¬ 
ble.” 

When she’s not suffering 
with infection, Bella loves 
to dance and play much 
like any other todder. 


Some of the other chil¬ 
dren in the ward who have 
played with and looked 
after Bella while in the 
hospital have “touched” 
the family’s heart, and 
strengthened the ambi¬ 
tion to fundraise.

End of era for 
SNT meetings

QUARTERLY meetings to 
discuss Haverhill’s policing 
issues will no longer take 
place. 

The next Safer 
Neighbourhood Team (SNT) 
meeting was scheduled for 
next week - but the events 
have been cancelled with 
immediate effect. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, 
Haverhill’s policing com¬ 
mander, has said that within 
three months the force will 
start engaging with the pub¬ 
lic in new and exciting ways. 

“We need to change the way 
that we are working, and part 
of that will be to decide the 
SNT in a different way,” he 
said. 

“We have always blazed the 
trail in Haverhill, and we are 
looking to come up with a 
better method to be used 
across the force.” 

The town’s SNT officers 
have already begun work on 
bigger policing and crime 
issues, which will take the 
team’s focus in the future. 

During the course of meet¬ 
ings, officers have dealt with 
lesser offences such as park¬ 
ing. 

Now they will take the lead 
on tackling cybercrime, 
domestic violence and ensur¬ 
ing victims are properly cared 
for following an offence. 

The inspector gave a state¬ 
ment at Haverhill Town 
Council on Tuesday; with

councillors having mixed 
views on how the SNT will 
move forward. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy 
mayor, said: “The feedback 
from residents was they got to 
know their local police offic¬ 
ers, they got to know 
Inspector Ferrie. 

“They could say to their 
children, ‘if you’ve got prob¬ 
lems the police are approach¬ 
able and friendly’. 

“The officers of the SNT 
obviously had a job to do, but 
the benefits were they could 
put more resources into what 
we identified.” 

Cllr Pat Hanlon, who was 
previously involved in the 
running of the meetings, told 
colleagues that the decision 


had come from “higher up in 
the police federation” - and 
that the force has savings to 
make. 

He added: “That’s why 
they’ve got to do away with it 
completely and concentrate 
their resources in other 
areas.” 

Other comments included 
whether or not someone else 
could run the meetings to 
stop them from being dis¬ 
banded completely, what 
other impacts the cutbacks 
will have and what Tim 
Passmore, police and crime 
commissioner, could do to 
engage. 

Though Haverhill is one of 
the first forces to cease it’s 
quarterly meetings, the move 
will continue across Suffolk, 
Inspector Ferrie added. 

“Rather than walking up 
Hamlet Road giving out park¬ 
ing tickets, [the officers] will 
spend more time trying to 
reduce the bigger crime 
issues in the town,” he said. 

He added: “I would love to 
have a real debate about what 
the best way of engaging is 
and see how more people can 
get involved.” 

Ideas so far include using 
the mobile police station, set¬ 
ting up a market stall and 
taking a regular slot at the 
town council. 

County, borough and town 
councillors are already 
involved in discussions and 
engagement will take place 
with pupils at Samuel Ward 
Academy.

Petition is started to save NHS 


PROTESTS to save the NHS from 
privatisation have taken place 
across the region. 

Members of campaigning group 
38 Degrees collected signatures at 
Haverhill’s Sainsbury’s branch on 
Saturday. 

Among those taking a stand in 
the town were councillors Roger 
Andre, Maureen Byrne, Haverhill’s 
mayor and deputy, and Cllr Pat 
Hanlon. 

Similar demonstrations also took 


place in Histon, Impington, and at 
Cambridge’s Guildhall, where 
almost 30 people protested. 

David Babbs, executive director 
of 38 Degrees, said the NHS 
“belongs to all of us”, and that it 
is the best healthcare system in 
the world. 

He added: “Too many politicians 
have ignored the doctors and 
nurses on the front line.”

‘Ban dogs 
from parks 
in the town’

DOG fouling in Haverhill is so out 
of hand that the animals should 
be banned from some of the 
town’s green spaces. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy 
mayor, made the call at a meeting 
in response to constant com¬ 
plaints about dog mess. 

Damien Parker, leisure and cul¬ 
tural operations manager, report¬ 
ed to councillors at a Haverhill 
Area Working Party (HAWP) 
meeting about the authority’s 
work to clean up. 

But councillors are still calling 
for more to combat the problem, 
and have said that signs, stickers 
and stencils are not enough. 

Suggesting a pet ban on some of 
the town’s green spaces, Cllr 
Byrne said: “How we would 
police that I don’t know, 
but I do think that would 
initially be a deterrent 
and cut down some of 
the people who abuse it. 

“I don’t think there is 
another solution for it 
unless we catch them, 
name them and shame 
them.” 

Mr Parker’s report revealed 
where warnings had been put 
across Haverhill - and also the 
number of regular bins and dog 
bins present in the town. 

There are 66 specific dog bins, 
Mr Parker said, and an additional 


216 normal bins. All bins are emp¬ 
tied each week, sometimes more 
depending on their use. 

Cllr Tony Brown said: “It’s only a 
small minority of people who do 
it, but the council can put up as 
many stencils and put bins every 
two feet - we are still going to get 
this hard core who don’t pick up. 

“We need to nail some of these 
people.” 

Cllr Karen Richardson said that 
educating schoolchildren could 
be an answer to the problem. 

Sessions could lead to young¬ 
sters educating their parents, she 
said, and get them to realise the 
seriousness of fouling, and the 
health implications it can have. 

Cllr Anne Gower also asked the 
committee who can issue fines to 
those caught not clearing up 
after their pet, and what 
the public should do if 
they see someone. 

A council spokesman 
said that banning dogs 
was “not enforceable” 
- and that the author¬ 
ity would work to 
encourage walkers to 
use bins. 

He added: “We recog¬ 
nise that there are many 
responsible dog owners who 
walk their animals in Haverhill, 
and we need to balance their 
needs, against those of others 
who enjoy the town’s green spac¬ 
es.”

Get ready for bin changes 

A CHANGE to bin collection dates will save 
residents around £135,000 a year. 

Around 25,000 households across St 
Edmundsbury will see a change in the date of 
their bin collection. 

The move will allow the council to provide 
the same “high levels of service” but deliver 
more for “each penny of council tax”. 

Cllr Peter Stevens is the cabinet member 
for waste management at the borough 
council. 

He said: “Through the rationalising of our 
routes, we will be able to collect people’s 
brown bins just as regularly and proficiently 
as before, but with one less vehicle on the 
road. 

“It is the cost associated to the vehicle, that 
will then achieve the £135,000 saving each 
year.” 

The new dates will come into affect on 
March 9. 

Around 8,000 homes in Haverhill will be 
affected, with the rest of the properties in 
the Bury St Edmunds area.

Clean 



Clean Bandit have had a mad 12 months, starting with the release 
of their debut album and culminating in winning a Grammy. ELLA 
WALKER spoke to violinist Milan Neil Amin-Smith to find out how it 
feels to return to Cambridge, the city where it all began for them 

"ASK them why they've sold out and only make dance music now, 
and why they've forgotten about their original fans!?" 

You might think it'd be tricky to get truly riled up by BBC Radio 
1 darlings Clean Bandit, but my friend managed it the day before 
I interviewed the band's categorically beautiful, strongly jawed 
violinist, Milan Neil Amin-Smith. 

It might have been the Grammy that provoked her. 

Two nights earlier the four-piece - who formed while study¬ 
ing at Jesus College, Cambridge, in 2006 - swanned past mighty 
fellow nominees Basement Jaxx, Disclosure, Duke Dumont and 
ZHU to claim Best Dance Recording for their 2014 hit Rather Be, 
featuring Jess Glynne. 

You see, when Clean Bandit first started out they made 
electro-chamber music with a grimy, hip-hop tilt. They might 
have liked dancing - preferably at the now sadly defunct Kambar 
in Cambridge, where they hosted their own club night - but they 
certainly were no dance outfit. 

Made up of Amin-Smith, cellist Grace Chatto, and Patterson 
brothers Jack (bass, sax, deck) and Luke (drums), as well as an ar¬ 
ray of guest vocalists, Clean Bandit came about after Jack began 
syphoning electronic ideas he had and mixing them in with classi¬ 
cal recordings he'd made of Neil and Grace's string quartet. They 
realised he was on to something, picked a name (Clean Bandit

translates as "complete bas****" in Russian), and in April 2013 
made their single chart debut. The bassy, grimy Mozart's House 
peaked at number 17, before being almost entirely eclipsed by the 
release of Rather Be, which Jack co-wrote with Disclosure's lyricist 
Jimmy Napes. 

"Our sound has changed quite a lot," admits Neil in a laconic 
drawl, punctuated by the odd jet-lag-induced yawn. 

"In the early days we sampled a lot of classical music and also 
our instrumentals were much more hip-hop, but obviously now 
we mostly make housey-dance music and use original singing 
parts." 

Unfortunately for my friend, and all those other Clean Bandit 
fans who got hooked before Rather Be took to searing through 
the airwaves on what feels like an hourly loop, even a year on, 
they're not about to start backtracking now. 

"I think we might possibly go a bit more hip-hop, but I don't 
think there's much chance of us going back to using more classi¬ 
cal samples because [how we're doing it now] just gives us more 
freedom." 

I have to ask, despite the Grammy, and a recent BRIT Award 
nomination for Best British Single, are they sick of playing Rather 
Be yet? 

"No actually! I guess it's because every time we play it, we're 


playing it to a different crowd, and for them it's the first time 
they've seen or heard this massive song being played live, and so 
you always get that from the audience: the sense of newness." 

This isn't Neil being diplomatic either, he genuinely sounds like 
he's still excited to play the number one hit night after night after 
night - which bodes well; Clean Bandit sold out their upcoming 
Cambridge Corn Exchange gig almost instantly. 

"We're actually going to come up the night before so that we 
can have a little reunion with the city," he says languidly. 

"I can't say I did row, but I think my lasting memories of the 
city will just be what an incredible place it was to walk around 
every day." 

The band was also nominated twice in last week's Brit Awards 
but were beaten in the Best British Single category by Mark 
Ronson featuring Bruno Mars with Uptown Funk, and Best British 
Group by Royal Blood. 

Even though they didn't win, no-one can prise that Grammy off 
them. He says: "It was quite an amazing thing. We weren't ex¬ 
pecting it at all and when they announced it, it was such a shock 
but we had a really good time."
